Petitioner requests the commission’s approval to

voluntarily surrender its COA-0105, by letter dated October 21,

2004. Petitioner states that it: (1) is currently authorized to

provide telecommunications services in thirty-six states,

including the State of Hawaii (“State”); (2) no longer has any

customers or facilities in the State; and (3) it intends to exit

the marketplace nationwide. Petitioner recently filed its annual

financial report and paid its outstanding public utility fee, in

compliance with the commission’s directive.

The commission: (1) approves the voluntary surrender of

Petitioner’s COA-0l05; and (2) waives the customer notification

requirement set forth in Hawaii Administrative Rules (“lIAR”)

Hawaii-based customers to notify of its discontinuance of

intrastate telecommunications services.

THE COMMISSIONORDERS:

1. Petitioner’s request to surrender COA-0105 to

operate as a reseller of intrastate telecommunications services

is approved, effective from the date of this Order. Petitioner

shall promptly return COA-0l05 to the commission.

2. The customer notification requirement set forth in

HAR § 6-80-123(a) is waived.

3. This docket is closed.
